SUBJECT: WORLD FOOD COUNCIL (WFC) THIRD SESSION 

1 . THE PREPARATORY MEETING FOR THE WFC THIRD SESSION WILL 
TAKE PLACE MAY 9-13, IN ROME. THE THIRD MINISTERIAL SESSION 
WILL BE HELD IN MANILA JUNE 20-24. THE WORLD FOOD COUNCIL, 

IN ITS ROLE AS OVERSIGHT BODY, CAN EXERCISE A CONSIDERABLE 
POSITIVE INFLUENCE OVER INTERNATIONAL FOOD AND AGRICULTURE 
POLICY, AND THE THIRD SESSION IS A PRIME OPPORTUNITY TO 

TAKE FORWARD STEPS IN REALIZING ITS POTENTIAL IN THIS 
REGARD. 

2. THE UNITED STATES IS WILLING TO DO ITS PART IN HELPING 

TO BRING ABOUT A CONSTRUCTIVE AND SUCCESSFUL MEETING. AS 
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EVIDENCE OF THE IMPORTANCE WE ATTACH TO THE WFC, THE US IS 
PLANNING TO DESIGNATE AGRICULTURE SECRETARY BOB BERGLAND AS 
ITS DELEGATE TO THE MINISTERIAL MEETING. AT THE SAME TIME, 

THE US IS PREPARED TO ATTEND THE PREPARATORY MEETING IN A 
SPIRIT OF UNDERSTANDING AND OPEN-MINDEDNESS, BRINGING 
SUGGESTIONS WHICH MAY HELP TO FACILITATE MINISTERIAL DELIB- 
ERATIONS AND ENSURE THAT THEY ARE FOCUSED ON SIGNIFICANT 
PROBLEMS OF WIDESPREAD CONCERN. THE US IS HOPEFUL THAT 
OTHER COUNCIL MEMBERS WILL COME IN A LIKE SPIRIT. BOTH IN 
THE FORMULATION OF THEIR APPROACH TO THE MEETINGS AND IN THE 
SELECTION OF THEIR DELEGATIONS. 


3. THE UNITED STATES SHARES WITH OTHERS THE BELIEF THAT 
THE PROBLEM OF HUNGER AND MALNUTRITION SHOULD BE THE 
CENTRAL CONCERN OF THE COUNCIL. THERE WOULD BE NO MORE 
FITTING WAY TO UNDERLINE THE CENTRAL IMPORTANCE OF THIS 
CONCERN THAN BY ADOPTING HUNGER AND MALNUTRITION AS THE 
UNIFYING THEME OF THE THIRD SESSION. FOCUSING WFC DISCUS- 
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SION ON THE PROBLEM OF HUNGER AND MALNUTRITION WOULD HAVE 
IMPLICATIONS BOTH FOR THE ROLE OF THE WORLD FOOD COUNCIL 
AMONG INTERNATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS DEALING WITH FOOD AND 
AGRICULTURE AS WELL AS FOR THE TREATMENT OF TOPICS TO BE 
DISCUSSED AT THE UPCOMING MEETING. WFC COULD MAKE A VITAL 
CONTRIBUTION TO THE EFFORTS OF BOTH DONORS AND DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES BY STRESSING THE NEEDIEST MEMBERS OF SOCIETY, 
NUTRITIONAL CONSIDERATIONS AND DISTRIBUTIVE ASPECTS OF FOOD 
PRODUCTION INCREASES AND OTHER POLICY MEASURES. 

MOREOVER. THE PROBLEM OF HUNGER AND MALNUTRITION IS OF 
SUFFICIENT IMPORTANCE, WITH WIDE ENOUGH APPEAL AND INTEREST 
THAT IT DESERVES INCREASED ATTENTION AND SERIOUS DISCUS- 
SION. IF OTHER COUNCIL MEMBERS ARE PREPARED TO SUPPORT 
THIS APPROACH TO THE MEETING, THE UNITED STATES SUGGESTS 
THE FOLLOWING STEPS: 

(1) THAT EARLY IN THE PREPARATORY MEETING, THE US AND 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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OTHER COUNCIL MEMBERS PROPOSE THAT THE PROBLEM OF HUNGER 
AND MALNUTRITION BE ADOPTED AS THE UNIFYING THEME OF THE 
THIRD SESSION, TO BE KEPT IN MIND WHEN ADDRESSING ALL OF 
THE TOPICS ON THE AGENDA; 

(2) THAT ITEM 6A OF THE PROVISIONAL AGENDA SHOULD BE 
CONSIDERED AS THE LAST MAJOR SUBSTANTIVE TOPIC OF THE 
MEETING, I.E. IMMEDIATELY AFTER ITEM 6C - IN THIS POSITION 
THE TOPIC CAN SERVE IN THE WAY OF A SUMMARY, DRAWING FROM 
DISCUSSIONS OF OTHER AGENDA ITEMS THOSE ELEMENTS WHICH ARE 
DIRECTLY RELEVANT TO A CONSIDERATION OF THE WAYS IN WHICH 
THE PROBLEM OF HUNGER AND MALNUTRITION SHOULD BE ATTACKED. 

4. POSTS ARE REQUESTED TO DRAW UPON THE ABOVE STATEMENT 

IN SEEKING HOST GOVERNMENT VIEWS ON THE UPCOMING MAY SESSION, 
REQUESTING INFORMATION ON PERSONS LIKELY TO HEAD ITS JUNE 
DELEGATION, AND IN ASCERTAINING THE EXTENT OF SUPPORT FOR 
THE CONCEPT OF A UNIFYING THEME FOR THE THIRD SESSION. 
SIGNIFICANT RESULTS OF SUCH CONTACTS SHOULD BE REPORTED 
TO WASHINGTON ROME FOR FODAG. 

5. FOR BELGRADE, BUENOS AIRES AND JAKARTA. IN VIEW OF 

THEIR STANDING AND INFLUENCE AMONG DEVELOPING COUNTRY WFC 

MEMBERS THE USG IS PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN WHETHER 
YUGOSLAVIA, ARGENTINA AND INDONESIA WOULD BE WILLING TO 
MAKE A PLENARY STATEMENT OF SUPPORT FOR THE US PROPOSAL 
CONTAINED PARA. 3 ABOVE, TO IDENTIFY THE PROBLEM OF HUNGER 
AND MALNUTRITION AS THE CENTRAL THEME OF THE THIRD SESSION. 
THE UNITED STATES DOES NOT WANT THIS SUGGESTION TO BECOME 
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AN ISSUE WHICH DIVIDES COUNCIL MEMBERS ALONG FACTIONAL 
LINES. THESE POSTS ARE REQUESTED TO REPORT ON THE
